Piezo-Electric Effects On 
/ Crystals. 

LARGE ATTENDANCE. 



A. McLean Nicholson Gave 
Demonstrations Illustrate 
. ed by Lantern Slides 

Mr. A. McLean Nicholson, of the 
Western Electric Co., gave a very in- 
teresting '.lecture and demonstration on 
Piezo Electric Effects before a large 
assembly of' the Medical Society. Piczo 
means pressure or an analagous effect. 
The Piczo Electric Effect was discover- 
ed by the two Curries in 1880. This was 
evidenced on the 'fracture, of a crystal. 

The piczo electric phenomenon, .some 
what similar, is manifested on heating 
a tourmaline cr}'stal. as is well known 

Sound is emanated on striking a 
quartz crj stal. Gïarges . of electricity 
pass over its surface producing a tone 
due to clastic and electric waves. Me 
chaiiical waves produce electric wa\'cs 
and vice versa. If one 'crystal suitably 
interconnected with ariotlier by means 
of a wire is tapjicd, waves travel along 
llie wire .Tiid sound is reproduced 
along the receiving crystal. A 51 gram 
crystal of rochcllc salt W3S employed in 
the following experiments. The crystal 
transformed does not create energy. 

NunicroHs slides .wcrc"sliown "of var- 
ious types of crystals. All these develop- 
ed positive and negative poles on .stres- 
sing. .Assymetric carbon plays an im- 
portant part in piczo effects. 

.\ very instructive demonstration fol- 
lowed. By means of a cryst.il suitably 
mounted on a gramophone needle music 
was transmitted to two hundred receiv- 
ers throughout the audience, the vibra- 
tions of the needle -being trmiàîormed. 
into electric syrichrohous vibrations and 
these were reproduced by an ordinary re- 
ceiver, 

Mr. Xidiolson then retired into an- 
other room and spoke against a. crystal 
suitably connected with the 200 receivers 
and surrounded by corrugated paper un- 
der torsion. Has voice was clearly re- 
produced. 

The crystal tmnsinitter on iTie gra- 
inophone converted through amplifiers 
to a receiver crystal in a gramophone 
horn, enabled music to be loudly re- 
produced. The sound of a clock ticking, 
a.'! well as the tond of a tuning fork, 
were also transmitted and • ainplified 
enormously.

At las-t the long looked for additions to the University building 
fseem to be imminent. For years the student body has laboure 



laboured 

under difficulties due to lack of adequate accomodatioit for indoor 
■athletics and for aquatic sports. Most organizations about the city 
have been most generous; in their offers of the use of their premises, 
the Y.M.C.A. iiml the Montreal Hig'h School in particular, but .it 
the best the hours put at the disposal of ]\lcGill have been a handi- 
cap to the best work of the indoor athletic teams. Besides, sep- 
arating the activities into so many different buildings has tended 
weaken the co-operation of the student body and the teams 
which represent them. 

Maison Hall is at best a makeshift, and for indoor baseball, as 
well as other activities is hopeless. It is one of the best examples 
of the adage "Make what you have, do" and it is indeed creditable 
the work which is carried on in the. old building. The work may 
have to be carried on for a year or two yet, but with an increased 
hope for a change for the better, it will not be hard. 

I The Arts and Commerce Students will be glad to. hear of the 
îpro^sed renovation of the Arts building. Students in other facul- 
ties will never knowx the conditions under which the Arts students 
have taken lectures." At the present time with rooms overcrowded 
and ventilation nonb too good it is a wonder there are not more 
cases of sickness than at present. With the coming of colder 
weather those next to the winUows are chilled while those out of 
the draft arc stifled. The complete remodelling of the interior of 
the- building will remove all such things as bad ventilation and 
" rrinthine hallways and staircases. The graduates, if they have 
'lë ititerest of the present generation at heart, will not regret the 
passing of 'bid' landmarks deaè to tlie days of their youth, but rather 
joice that the students of the future will have a, better chance than 
they. 

The new gymnasium will leap into instant favour. It will be 
the centre of the University's athletic activities. With a full sche- 
dule of hours to apportion, baseball and basketball teams will have 
greater opportunities of practice and stronger senior teams will go 
out to play for JiIcGill. The swimming pool will be in constant 
demand, and will be a boon to the water i)olo teams, who are at 
present reduced to narrow limits for practices. Swimming will be 
sure to increase in favour, especially if instruction becomes a part 
of the athletic training. 

. -^The new gymnasium will supply a floor for dances of a more 
universal character than those which are held in the Union. As a 
rjile the hundred and seventy five tickets are rapidly disposed of to 
the first comers, and very often others who wish to attend, but do 
not find it convenient to stand in line at the time specified, arc 
forced to seek elsewhere for their amusement. For large recep- 
tions and formal dances the gym. would prove a blessing. At the 
next McGill Reunion, the committee will not be reduced to the ex- 
pedient of having dancing in eight minute shifts in a crowded ball- 
. room, as at the formal Reception this year. 

Dormitories arc the last thing to make as complete a college 
campus as any student could wish. Whether they arc put up now, 
or \vhen this years freshmen have graduated, they should become 
a>real part of McGill as soon as the authorities can see fit. Students 
om other colleges have pointed out that what McGill has to oflfer 
is^he very best, but that à certain spirit is lacking which is a part of 
such Universities as have dormitory life. This is self evident, the 
very faculties at present arc as separate as if they were distinct uni- 
versities. If the men of' the first ycax in all faculties could live in 
college dormitories, would it not tend to bind them in closer fel- 
■>flowship than is now the case. 

When the g>'mnasium and the dormitories are completed, and the 
Arts^ building obtains a new lease of life, the way will be open for 
effkient work in what will be a greater McGill. If the rumours 
are to materialize, and it seems as if they might in the near future, 
.t|en .McGill will be an .institution of an all round character, such 
" will be hard to surpass on this continent?. Other colleges may 
have a greater number of buildings perhaps, but McGill will make 
ijp in quality what it lacks in quantity. So let us look forward to 
a university broader in activity and greater in spirit— the training 
ground for the future.

That you are not within any of the classes of persons who lack qualification or are disquali- 
fied by reason of appointment to Judicial Office, appointment for pay or award in reference 
the Election, place or birth, race, crimé, mental incapacity, the receipt of public charitable sup- 
port, or disfranchisement for corrupt or illegal practices. -J ".,.:„.,, .; 
if, ' That you luLve . not already voted At this Election, ënd have rib^ 
or illegal practice in reference Uiereto. So help you God." 

IT must be noticed that the word "ordinarily" is used in taking this oath. Wh'^n an oath is taken by a voter whose 
name appears on th? list as havini; "ordinarily" resided 'n the district in which he is voting for two months prior to 
October 8th, 'accmrding to tthe Chief Electioneering Officer 'residence" means as per his Election instructions; Paragraph 
87^the following — 

There is no technical meaning attached to the words "orrl^nar'Iv residing" in the Dominion 
Electoral. This substantial fact need alone be considered. Rçsidençç ii$ ,in^ X

Out of a total of little more than 2000 
students registered at the Universitj', 
over SO per cent have been or are at 
present engaged in competitive atlilctics, 
according to the figures given out by 
the Dept. of Phisîcal Education last 
night. Tljose figures cover, of course, 
only those sports that have been in sea- 
son thus far in the session, and it is ex- 
pected that with the large numbers sure 
tn turn out for class hockey and ski-ing 
siiowtshoeing etc, whicli clubs arc prc- 
jiaring for 320 odd men, this percentage 
rigurc will b« increased considerably. 

The figures show that 140 men in all 
played Rugby, while 100 men were en- 
gaged in track and field sports, aiid 20 
playad English Rugby, Tiic indoor sports 
have all had attendance records broken, 
225 to date having turned out for Bas- 
ket ball, 225 for Indoor Baseball and 
200 for the B. W. St F.. while the Swim- 
ming Club has their membership' .taxed 
to the limit with 25 men. 

The authorities regard this showing 
as extremely gratifying, especially when 
it is considered that itherc is a woeful 
lack of accommodation for the indoor 
sports and that seven or eight different 
halls have to be used by the players. 
The unpreccdenicd interest and enthus- 
iasm being cxhiliitcd this year in tlu; 
various IcagiiCN y;cc3 .to prove that the 
aim of tiic auliioritics whicli is llr-it tlii; 
athletic activities of the llniversity be 
open to every man is not tar short of 
realization. In former years a man who 
was not a liiphiy trained athlete was 
•practicaily dcbarrod from entering col- 
lege activitiL's. whereas now and in the 
future it will be increasingly easy for a 
man who is not perhaps a brilliant play- 
er to enter ail branches o)i sport.

The beginner will probably ask him- 
self "why bother about die tums? Un- 
less he does, he will very probably woke 
up some day in hospital as the outcome 
of a non-turn ski-ing tri|j. There arc 
two reasons why onevmustUurn; first, 
to avoid obstacle.fj^and sc£on^y;J;o con- 
trol one's spfcca!'.:jifliJS£..s.ljStîiTg, «ki- 
uig turns arc not an end""in themselves. 
They are utilitarian. .\ really good turn-, 
should be as fast as possible; as safe 
a: possible ; as accurate as possible, and, 
as ePfortles as possible. 

The ski-cr must realize that there is 
an uphill turn and a downhill turn. If 
one is running across a hill with the 
slope on the left, one may make an up- 
hill turn to the left, and "thus come to 
a stop. 

The downhill turn -ôr -swing is used to 
join two tacks to one another. If a hill 
is too steep or covered with two many 
obstacles, it is usually better to itake it 
in a series of curves. As a rule .such 
downhill swings arc called 'S' turns. 
. A ishort turn is. one in, which the ra- 
dius of the curve' is short. A long 
turn is one in which the radius of tlic 
curve is long. One should always try to 
make a turn as long as possible, although 
the speed will be higher .throughout, and 
therefore the turn more difficult. 

The three principal ski-ing turns 
(which will be taken up in later ar- 
ticles) are the Stemming turn, the 
Christiania, and the Telemark. - Each 
one of these may be made either up or 
downhill, or may be executed as a long 
or a short turn. 

In a wood, or sudi ski-ing country as 
one finds all over Mount. Royal, the 
ability to make sliort. abrupt- turns is 
invaluable. One usually learns this only 
through sorry experience. 

In most swings and tums, the skis 
arc lield in the "normal edges position"; 
that is. a. position in which the leg is at 

i-lght angles to the blade of the ski, 
and one edge off the ski in closer con- 
tact witli the snow than the other edge. 
Again, one may make use of the simile 
of the 'inside' and 'outside' edges in 
ska,ling. 

The theory undcriying ski-ing turns 
is very, simple. Two parallel skis will 
run straight down hill)" but - if- one is 
placed at a certain angle to the other, 
they must begin to turn. Many begin- 
ners have the idea that they must lean 
in .to start a turn. This is absolutely 
wrong. The fundamental idea to get 
firmly implanted in one's mind is that 
the turn is executed by àn increase of 
the angle between the skis^ and not by 
an inwards lean. The body tums as th* 
-ski'-turns; if it turns fasjcr .than- the 
skis, the swing will be a faihire.' 

GE^IERAL DIRECTIONS FOR 
TURNS. . , 

1. Don't lean the way you wish to 
go in order to .start a turn. 

2. Don't lean inward except at the 
very end of tlie turn. ^ 

3. Keep your eyes >fix<sé-on • somo 
particular point or spot on your skis. 

4. Don't let .your skis run -together 
before the turn is completed. -Put them 
at the proper angle and hold them in that 
position until the turn is finished. 

5. Don't let your weight come on the 
back ski until the -turn is completed. 

6. Don't try to force the turn. 

7. In downhill , or 'S' turns, remem- 
ber that the only hope a: success is to 
lean boldly forward and down the slope 
as the ski begin to come round. 

8. Try to imagine that you are turn- 
ing on the level. This pleasant fallacy is 
encouraged by keeping your eyes on 
some de finifé 'point.' 

The heginiicr- s hould li i/ r ■fac "c (mtent 
until he can iriakc eacli lilrii bôth tô the 
right and left. 

A cardinal point to remember is that 
in alt ski-ing moments, |the body from 
the waist upward must be absolutely up- 
right and perpendicular to the ski. It is 
fatal to bend forward from the hips.
